2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The present invention is directed to an apparatus, a method and 
a system for detecting a terminal that is manufactured in an unauthorized way. 
Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct feature of detecting the 
fact that the identical terminal key is stored in a plurality of terminals for which 
terminal key of an authorized terminal is stored in an unauthorized terminal. The 
prior arts of record fail to anticipate or render the unique limitations obvious. 
Furthermore the above claims are allowable in light of Applicant's remarks filed 
on September 8, 2009.
